Applicant's amendment and response filed on 7/1/2008 are acknowledged and entered. 

Claims 51-99 were pending. Applicants have added claims 100-1 15, and cancelled claims 
1-50. Therefore, claims 51-1 15 are currently pending and are under consideration in this Office 
Action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 27-36, filed on 7/1/2008, with respect to previous 
rejection of claims 5 1 -99 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
5 1-99 has been withdrawn. 

Reason for Allowance 

Claims 51-115 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect to 
independent claims 51,58, 65, 72, 100-103, 108-1 1 1, the prior art of record does not fairly teach 
the claimed "the set-up pulse applied in the set-up step has a waveform that rises at an average 
voltage change rate of no greater than 6 V/^s, and that starts to fall at a rate greater than the 
average voltage change rate at a time period of the rising" along with the other claimed 
limitations. 

With respect to independent claims 80, 104 and 112, the prior art of record does not fairly 
teach the claimed "a portion of the set-up pulse applied in the set-up steps has a waveform that 
rises at an average voltage change rate of no greater than 6 V/p,s from 0 volts to a peak voltage 
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and that falls from the peak voltage to 0 volts at a rate greater than the average change rate at a 
time period of the rising" along with the other claimed limitations. 

With respect to independent claims 81, 105 and 113, the prior art of record does not fairly 
teach the claimed "a portion of the set-up pulse applied in the set-up step has a waveform that 
rises at an average change rate of no greater than 6 V/(j,s from a rising set up low point to a 
maximum value and falls at a rate greater than the average voltage change rate at a time period of 
the rising to a falling setup low point" along with the other claimed limitations. 

With respect to independent claims 82, 88, 106, 107, 1 14 and 1 15, the prior art of record 
does not fairly teach the claimed "the set-up pulse applied during the set-up steps has a 
waveform that rises at an average voltage change rate of no greater than 6V/p,s, and wherein in 
the write step, a scan pulse is applied to one of each pair of display electrodes, the scan pulse 
comprising a drop in voltage from a predetermined reference potential" along with the other 
claimed limitations.
